FM SMUGGLER 
IS ARRESTED AT 
CHPE GIRARDEAU 


Poses as Naval Officer and Is 
Much Entertained in 
River Town. 
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ATTEMPTS SU 





Trapped When 
Found Filled With Dja- 
monds and Bric-a-Brac.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., July 2.— 
After posing for a week as a lieutenant 
in the United States Marine Corps, C. 
L. Harrington, recently arrived from 
the Philippines, suddenly was exposed 
as an imposter and last night iried 
to kill himself with morphine, af-:e: 
confessing that he was a smuggler. 

As “Lieut. Harrington’’ the newcomer 
had been cordially received and enter- 
tained by members of Company K, M. 
N. G., whose headquarters are in this 
city. Anxiety as to his trunk which had 
been checked. through from De Soto led 
to a long search for the baggage. When 
the railroad found the trunk = they 
opened it for identification and found 
a store of diamonds, silks and rar 
bric-a-brac. 

Harrington first denied ownership of 
the trunk, but when pressed with proof 
in papers and notebooks found with the 
other articles, he confessed the property 
was his. ‘ 

He was arrested and then confessed 
that he had brought the goods into this 
country free of duty by paying a bribe 
to a customs official. Harrington en- 
tered the country at Vancouvey, British 
Columbia, and went by rail from there 
to Billings, Mont. 

Registered ‘as Lieutenant. 

Harrington arrived in Cape Girardeau 
a week ago last Wednesday from De 
Soto. He registered at a hotel as ‘First 
Lieutenant C. L. Harrington, U. S. 
Marine Corps.” The next day he pre- 
sented a baggage check at the railroad 
station, saying he was going to Chaffee 
and wanted his trunk sent to that point. 
The trunk could not be found. . 

Inquiry was made up. and down the 
line without success. The company of- 
fered to pay Harrington $100 to cover his 
loss, but he refused it. He demanded 
$250, his expenses while remaining in 
town and $2.50 for each day lost here. 
The company resumed the search for 
the trunk. 

Meanwhile Harrington met the mem- 
bers of Company K, and he impressed 
them by his intimate knowledge of con- 
ditions in the Philippines, and of the 
service of Uncle Sam’s marine corps 
over there. He was a fluent talker, of 
pleasant address, but appeared to be 
modest as to his own service for his 
country. 

He told of adventures in China, Pan- 
ama and other countries with such 
eloguence that Cape Girardeau folk 
stayed up late at night to hear his 
tales. — 

He vowed it was a shame to carry a 
trunk filled with rare trophies of many 
countries for 83,000 miles, and then lose 
it in his own country. The new-made 
friends agreed with him. 

A week passed thus before the rail- 
road peeple found a trunk, which they 
believed was Harrington’s, in the ware- 
room of the steamboat office. Harring- 
ten denied ownership, despite the fact 
that the trunk bore his initials. 

The railroad people then opened the 
trunk. Among other things they found 
were four diamend solitaire rings, a 
diamond stickpin, a bolt of silk, a silk 
dress, Oriental clocks, ornaments of 
coral and carved wood. ‘“‘They are not 
mine,’ said Harrington. 

Bribed Customs Officer. 

Then a memorandum book and a 
laundry ticket were dug forth from the 
heap of treasure to accuse Harrington 
and he cenfessed that the goods were 
his. He acknowledged that he was not 
a Lieutenant, but said he had been in 
the navy. He said that he had gath- 
ered the valuables on his rambles and 
had brought them into this country, 
evading duty by bribing a customs of- 
ficer. He would net say where the 
bribery was done. 

He was arraigned on a_ technica' 
charge of attempt to commit fraud and 
was he!d over for trial. After being 
lodged in jail he wrete two letters, one 
to a sister in Arkansas and another to 
his sweetheart in the Philippines. Then 
he took morphine. The jailer discov- 
ered his i''ness and called in physicians. 
They worked over the prisoner last 
night and said this morning they be- 
lieved he wouid recover, aithough he !s 
still very weak. 

The letter addressed to his sweetheart 

as as follows: 

Miss Jessie Caprar, % Marceline 
Calle, Manila, P. I.—God bless you 
dear Jessie. I have done this all fer 
your sake. Forgive me.

San Francisco Workman Ad- 
mits Killing Girl—Crime 
Puzzled the Police.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—James Ed- 
ward Cunningham, a laborer, today con- 
fessed to the murder of Miss Caroline 
Brasch, cashier for Gray Brothers Con- 
struction Co., who was shot and killed 
in the company’s office last Wednesday. 

Cunningham susrendered himself be- 
Cause another man was under arrest 
charged with the crime. 

Cunningham entered a newspaper of- 
fice last night and made his original 
statement, which later was repeated to 
the police. The Detective Department 
was not notified until early today, when 
representatives of the paper delivered 
the man into custedy, together with a 
revolver with which the crime jg said 
to have been committed. 

The original theory as to the motive 
for the murder is borne out by the 
confession of Cunningham but the po- 
lice, in the arrest of J. Novak, another 
laborer who had been employed by 
Gray Brothers, were endeavoring t9 
fasten the crime on an innocent man, 
Who chanced to be the victim ef cir- 
cumstances almost unparalleled. 

Cunningham, according te his state- 
ment, entered the offices of Gray 
Brothers just as Novak departed. Novak 
has disputed with Miss Brasch a trifling 
difference in lis pay check, and, fail- 
ing to get satisfaction, went away ir 
anger. Stepping before the cashier's 
window immediately afterward, Cun- 
ningham declares, he renewed a wrangie 
of several weeks’. standing over his 
check and finally shot the girl. 

The description of his escape from 
the building and the conduct of tne per- 
sons he encountered, impel the pelice 
to believe that Cunningham fired the 
shot. Cunningham is a native of Scit- 
uate, R. I.

Henry J. Guth’s Plunge From 


Scaffold Seen by Broad- 
way Crowd. 





Henry J. Guth, a painter, fell from 
a scaffold hung on ropes against the 
fourth story of the building at 113 
North Broadway and plunged through 
the air to the sidewalk, in the sight of 
hundreds *e@ persons, at 11:30 a. m. Fri- 
day. He was killed almost instantly. 

Guth and aloseph Helle of 2806 South 
Eleventh street were working together 
on the scaffold, 45 feet above the side- 
walk. Helle said after the accident 
that they endeavored to lower the scaf- 
fold about two feet by means of the 
blocks and tackles attached to the ropes 
on which it was hung. Guth lost his 
balance and fell, narrowly missing sey- 
eral pedestrians as his body struck the 
stone sidewalk on Broadway. 

The building is a five-story structure, 
and Vincent Kraus of 3120 Iowa avenue 
was working on the roof, painting. He 
heard a shout, and looked over the edge 
just in time to see his fellow-workman 
fall to death. 

Dr. Richard Leonard reached Guth ‘a 
moment after he fell. The body wap 
taken into the F. B. Hauck Clothing 
Co.'s store to await a wagon, which 
carried it to the Morgue. 

Guth was 43 years old, was married 
and had several chifdren. He lived at 
2215 Chippewa street| and was employed 
by the Kremer Painting Co.

The last flight, the longest, was ended 
in the most satisfactory way of any 
achieved by the brothers during their 
trials at the Virginia post. After 12 
rounds of the field Wright took his ma- 
chine from an altitude of about 60 feet 
to within 12 feet of the ground. 
He made a complete circuit at that 
height while the crowd, wondered if he

After this circuft he dropped the ma- 
Chine still lower and headed it toward 
the balleon shed. Within 10 yards of

TRY TO REACH | 
THE NORTH POLE 


To Be Ready in 1910, if Pos- 
sible—Will Start From 
Spitzbergen. 





(BY ASSOCIATED. PRESS.) 

BERLIN, July 2.—According to the 
Lokal Anzeiger, Count Zeppelin intends 
to make an effort to reach the north 
pole in his airship. The Hmperor ac- 
cepted protectorship over the undertak- 
ing after listening te a report on the 
Subject yesterday at Kiel by Prof. H. 
Hergezell of the University of Stras- 
burg. 

The plan embraces a thorough ex- 
ploration of the polar regions by means 
of a Zeppelin airship before undertak- 
ing to reach the pole. A craft of specia! 
Stréngth will be built for the purpose 
end the expedition will be fitted out un- 
cer the management of Count Zeppelin. 

Prof. «aHergezell wili leave Germany 
next summer for Spitzbergen, via Nor- 
way. He will land at several places en 
route. The headquarters of the expedi- 
tion will be at Cross Bay, on the west 
coast of Spitzbergen, which Prof. Herge- 
zell chose upon the basis of measure- 
ments made by the Prince of Monaco. 

Whether the voyage to the pole wili 
be undertaken in 1910 will depend upon 
the resuits of preliminary voyages lv 
determine the gencral feasibility of the 
echeme. The Emperor listened to Prof. 
Hergezell’s description .of the under- 
taking with intense interest, and read- 
ily consented to assume the office of 
protector and patron. 

Polar Explorer Indorses Plan. 

The proposal to reach the North Pol« 
in a Zeppelin airship is regarded °s 
feasible by Eric von Drygalski, the well- 
known geographer and polar explorer, 
who today said that the accomplish- 
ment of the project lies within the ra- 
dius of action which Count Zeppelin al- 
ready has demonstrated as possible for 
his craft. 

The dangerous and severe Arctic 
storms must be reckoned with, although 
these are not so threatening in sum- 
mer, and another condition to be taken 
into consideration is the rays of ths 
sun, which develop great strength in 
the summer time and are continuous. 
Herr von Drygalski regards the gec- 
graphic and scientific aims of the ex- 
pedition as fully justifying the venh- 
ture and the expense entailed. 

Prof. Pefick, director of the Ocean- 
ographic Museum, explained today that 
the distance from Spitzbergen to. the 
North Pole is about equal to that from 
ang he 
takes- an optimistic view of the proba- 
bility of success.

It has developed that Sir William 
Wyllie was killed under the very eyes 
of Scetland Yard efficers, as it were, 
the officials having been warned that ua 
conspiracy was on foot to assassinate 
prominent British officers as a violent 
protest to British rule in India under 
the present officials’ regime.

tives protected persons believed to be 
marked for death, and even Lord Mor- 
ley, Secretary of State for India, has 
moved with a police guard about him 
for days. Sir William Wyllie was Lord 
Morley’s political aide-de-camp. 

Hindu Was a Nationalist. 

The Hindu came to London from 
Punjab several years ago. He belonged 
to the advanced gection of the Indian 
Nationalist parts “and he has been tak- 
ing a course in engineering in the Len- 
don University.

Rumors of Immunity. 


There has been a great deal of spec- 
ulation as to the exact wording of the 
Turner confession, and there have been 
rumors that Wainwright was promised 
immunity by politicians in the cam- 
paign last fall. Maj. Richard McDon- 
nell, inspector of police, testified in a 
State Senate inquiry into Jeptha D. 
Howe's political metheds recently that 
the Republican boss had tried to per- 
suade him to get Howe a copy of the 
statement. Howe denied that. 

It is belieyed that Ellis Wainwright 
knows what the statement is in detail. 
It is believed also that this short bit 
of typewriting has been the “bogey” 
which has made the millionaire brewer, 
now in Austria after a long stay in 
Paris, an exile from heme and country 
fer seven years. | 

Lawyers agree that the Turner con- 
fession will not be admissible as evi- 
dence. In criminal cases the accused is 
always entitled to be faced in court by 
his accusers, and Turner is dead. The 
only circumstances under which a state- 
ment made by a man since dead is ad- 
missible as evidence is when it was a 
dying statement or a part of the res 
gestae. The Turner confession could 
not possibly be construed, lawyers say, 
as either of these. 

Folk Says Evidence Exists. 

It is believed, however, that former 
Gov. Folk, who has been asked by Cir- 
cult Attorney Jones to prosecute Wain- 
wright if the millionaire brewer comes 
home to stand trial, is not relying on 
the Turner statement. Mr. Folk told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that, in his 
opinion, there is “‘valid and existing 
evidence”. sufficient to convict Wain- 
wright. 

Friends of Mr. Folk say he would not 
go into the prosecution unless he felt 
reasonably certain that the result would 
be a vindication of the course he pur- 
sued with regard to Wainwright while 


v®ihe was Circuit Attorney. 


Circuit Attorney Jones says he called 
on Mr. Folk to conduct the prosecution, 
should Wainwright return, because Mr. 
Folk, more than anyone else, is familiar 
with the case, Jones said he wished 
that a thorough case be made against 
Wainwright if he should be tried. Jones 
says this would be a complete refuta- 
tion of the campaign charges that the 
Republican party had promised immun- 
ity to Wainwright.

HE solution of the question of the 

1 eternal woman continues epidemic 

in the magazines. Psychologists, 

anthropologists, college presidents are 

outdoing each other in their ventures at 

what she is, what she was and what 
she will be. 

It is flattering, of course, when high- 
brows devote page after page to fath- 
oming our depths, and it is another in- 
stance of the vanity of woman that she 
doe@h’t put an end to it all, simply by 
advising the earnest puzzlers to go ask 
their mothers for the answer. Mothers, 
as a rule, do not practice arts and 
wiles upon their sons. But, on the other 
hand, what would be the use? It is a 
wise son, indeed, who will admit that 
he does not know more than his old- 
fashioned mother. 

Prof. Frederick Starr of Chicago Uni- 
versity is one of the latest to succumb 
to the contagion. He discovers that 
women are conservative, therefore sav- 
age. He backs up his arguments with 
illustrations of our tenacity in clinging 
to the original “two chief articles of 
human dress, the shoulder cape and the 
skirt.”’ 

“‘Lippert,’’ writes Prof. Starr, in the 
current issue of a magazine, ‘‘recognizes 
two types of dress. They differ from 
each other markedly. The Southern 
type is directly developed from the 
shoulder cape and waist skirt. Its idea 
is covering and decoration. * * * The 
Northern type of dress embodies as its 
chief idea convenience and practicabil- 
ity; the ornamental origin is lost sight 
of. Its typical forms are close- jageied 
jacket and trousers. 

Dresses and Trousers at 
War in the Olden Days. > 
T one time and one place these 

A two types came into vigorous 
and Romans wore the southern type of 
dress, loose, graceful, ornamental; men 
and women dressed much alike. The 
barbarian from the north wore the more 
practical and convenient garment for 
protection. When Rome fell, the an- 
cient dress gave way so far as men 
were concerned to the more convenient 
garments of the north; but conservative 
woman clung to the old southern style.” 


Further evidences of our conservatism, 
therefore savagery, are contained in our 
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competition. The ancient Greeks. 
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fondness for jewelry and furs. 

“In her fondness for genuine tro- 
phies, for evidence of slaughter and 
bloodshed; woman is still more notable,”’ 
writes the Professor. ‘“‘The other day 
upon the street car one woman's hat 
had breasts of 14 birds set upright, side 
by side, as decorations. * * * Thé 
more realistic the fact of death is made, 
the better, on the whole, the woman 
seems to be suited. * * * Jewelry in 
civilization is an incongruity; in a de- 
mocracy it is even worse. * * * In 
such decadent conditions, weak and 
brainless men unite with savage woman 
in gem wearing.” 


Scientist Gets Tip From 


Way She Turns Doorknobs. 
ND then by our manner of turn- 
A ing gas keys, our doorknobs, in 
buttoning coats and gloves, Prof. 
Starr knows we are savages. We em- 
ploy the ‘“‘sinistral’’ movement, which, 
on the whole, is the. favorite through 
savagery and barbarism, whereas man, 
“for whatever reason, in making tools 
and mechanism, prefers the dextral 
(clockwise) movement. The fact that 
woman so constantly prefers the other 
is no doubt due to conservatism.” 

And because we are religious, we are 
conservative, therefore savage, and be- 
cause we are guided by intuition we 
are barbarians, and he shows how this 
is true. 

‘The savage man is largely guided by 
instinct and intuition. He dislikes to 
be asked the cause and purpose of his 
action, frequently hecause he has no 
reason. * * * On the whole, it must 
be confessed that these _ unwarranted 


| prejudices prove often to be warranted 


in facts; while the savage cannot give 
a reason, he can often afterwards say, 
‘I told you so.’ 

“Among ourselves *woman’s intuition 
is proverbial. Her inability to assign 
a reason is daily evidenced by constant 
answering of inquiries with the single 
word ‘because.’ "’

The movement of the Associated Retail Mer- 
chants to favor with shipments those Bastern rail- 
roads.which have terminals in the city is a prac- 
tical expression of the desire of the business men 
to have St. Louis made its own railroad terminus 
in the full meaning of the words. For years St. 
Louis was not in any sense its own terminus. The 
Hastern roads stopped in East St. Louis, and all 
St. Louis shipments were distributed from there, 


_ ‘with an additional arbitrary charge for bridge and 


terminal service. All St. Louis shipments were 

billed to East St. Louis, and St. Louis did not ap- 

pear on the railroad map or in any rate book, 
Progress was made after the Municipal Termi- 


nal Commission was created as a direct result of, 


the Post-Dispatch’s fight against the injustices of 
the bridge and terminal monopoly. As a result of

On the plea cf his attor- 
ney that Wright's life was in danger from threat- 
ened attack by the “gang,"~Judge Fisher gave 
Wright an order on’the Sheriff for his revolver.

It seems to have been a friendly shooting affray, 
with no ill will on either side, but the conse- 
quences may be fatal. 

In a fright over a fancied attack on the part of 
“nals” of Young, Wright, a short time before his 
trial, whipped out his-revolver and “shot up” 
Baston avenue, wounding an innocent bystander. 
| Judge Fisher has food for serious thought on 
‘the consequences of his order arming a man by 
whom the free use of deadly weapons seems to be 
regarded lightly as a natural accompaniment of 
whim or fright. He might even more seriously 
consider the propriety of a court’s approving the 
policy of permitting lawless feudists to carry arms 
for protection against other lawless feudists, or 
even approving the carrying of arms by law-abid- 
ing citizens to protect themselves from fancied 
enemies or suspected criminals, 

One would think that a court would find better 
means to provide protection for a citizen than by 
arming him and sending him on the streets to 
shoot his way to safety or to death. We have 
laws; we have law cfficers; we have police. Shall 
all of these lawful agencies for protecting life be 
laid aside for the revolver and the dirk? 

Gun-toting is the curse of the community. It !s 
the cause of the bloody gang crimes which re- 
cently have disgraced this city. It is the cause 2f 
most of the homicides. We have laws against the 
practice. Not only should gun-toting never be 
approved or encouraged by the courts, but it 
should be severely punished. The law ‘should be 
enforced against all who carry weapons. As for 
Wright and men of his kind, they do not need 
protection nearly so much as society needs protec-

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HOW MAN WAS CREATED. 

The “Jane Crow cars” of New York which are 
now a thing of the past, were demanded fiercely in 
the name of outraged womanhood. It was said 
that the male portion of mankind not only monop- 
olized car seats but stared at the female portion 
and did‘other intolerable things, too numerous to 
mention, though in fact a shameful catalogue of 
them were mentioned. 

There were no authoritative denials entered. A 
great many of these scandalous things could not 
be denied. They stand of record now, when after 
the “Jane Crow” cars were put into service for 
women only, the refusal of women only to use 
them has put them out o% service. 

This is a strange thing. It is as strange as 
what occurred to the “men only” smoking cars, 
which in a now forgotten era were put into ser- 
vice on St: Louis suburban lines. There is a dif- 
ference in the two closely allied cases. The “men 
only” smakers paid as well as any other cars, if 
not better, because when men.crowded into them 
to smoke “by themselves,” women crowded into 
them as if there were no “men only” signs on 
them. The conclusion of the whole matter was 
the removal of the sign for the segregation of 
the sexes. 

At times “men only” are willing to segregate 
themselves for purposes of their own which they 
may or may not disclose. But when they try it, 
they have no sooner filled the atmosphere with 
tobacco smoke than they discover that man, was 
created both male and female, It was so in the 
beginning, according to the ‘most authentic re- 
‘ports, and ‘twill so remain. 
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The Republic convicts the Globe-Democrat out 
of its own columns of committing the sin, which 
the G.-D. denounced, of attempting to invade the 
privacy of the Rule woodshed, where the court 
ordered the elder Rule to whip the younger Rule.

Springfield has 
learned that Chinese, Greeks, Slavs, Huns, Ital- 
fans and Americans become better citizens for 
their participation in a joint function. Fireworks 
are used, but their use is limited, because of the 














| success. Prohibitory laws and an active police 


force will accomplish little to stay old-fashioned 
enthusiasm. Some other form of celebration must 
be substituted, and when the method is properly 
devised the Fourth is transformed from a bedlam 
of noise-making which leaves a trail of disaster 
behind, into a proper festival, wholesome, educa- 
tive, meaningful and a tremendous contributor to 
an alert civic conscience. In another year St. 
Louis should shake off its barbarism.

Skyrockets, pinwheels, flower pots, 
Roman candles and other spectacular 
fireworks used at night will be per- 
mitted but the police are instructed to 
watch for accidents.

Cannon Cracker Barred. 


The placing of torpedoes on the street 
railway traeks will be suppressed so far 
as the poiice are able to suppress it. 
Persons arrested for this will be sent 
to Police Court on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. The use of cannon 
firecrackers is also forbidden. 

The Chief hopes to keep the Fourth 
of July noise within bounds of tolera- 
tion. He declares St. Louis will have 
a safe and sane holiday if his instruc- 
tions are carried out. 

“You can’t keep people from celebrat- 
ing the Fourth of July any more than 
you can prevent them from observing 
Christmas and Thanksgiving day,’’ said 
Chief Creecy. ‘I only wish to keep the 
celebrators from excessiveness. To make 
a noise on the Fourth of July would 
not be considered a disturbance of the 
peace, but to make too much noise on 
that day would be as much of a peace 
disturbance as on any other day. 

“Life and property must be protect- 
ed, regardless of the fact that we are 
eelebrating the Fourth of July, so the 
police will do all in their power to keep 
accidents at a minimum. If a man 
chooses to look into the mouth of a 
cannon when it is leaded, he may do so 
at his ewn peril, providing a police- 
man does rot see him. If he is caught, 
he is liable to arrest for being a menace 
te himself and the neighborhood. 


Night Fireworks Allowed. 


“Night fireworks are all right when 
they are not injurious. I see no harm 
in experienced and responsible persons 
fring skyrockets and the like, but chil- 
dren will not be permitted to shoot 
roman candles and such into the win- 
dows of neighbors just because it is the 
Fourth of July.”’ |
